On third issue, applicants need to narrow linkers to situations where the cleavage 
actually can occur, likely requring both tha there be conjugation on the left side, and a connection of the O/S/N to an 
aromatic system on the right side, it may be that narrowing linker to CH2 can solve the second problem and part of 
the third. .
